With a clearing up of th** miser­ 
able weather, interest in 
the 
oil 
“ situation” in the Decatur territory 
will take a boost, as ‘ plans and speci 
fications” are moving along at a rap­ 
id rate. 
Leases in all sections are 
soaring* in prices, and reports are 
out that a number of wells are to be 
spudded in within a short time. 
An oil well drilling outfit arrived 
here Wednesday, coining in on the 
Denver line, and is now on a flat 
car on a side track at the station. 
Others will follow within the next 
ten days. 
Tile location ol the Burk-Waggo- 
ner first well has not been 
made, 
but it is rumored that the site will 
be selected in a few days. 
The con­ 
tract will be let immediately follow­ 
ing the location of the drilling site 
Where is will be put down is specu­ 
lation at present, but a “ wise one” in 
oildom states it is well to get some 
acreage about th** town.
